New youth program 'misses the point 1 

Teens call on town to reopen the Youth 360 Centre

Teenagers, who’ve waited eight months for Youth 360 to 
reopen, wen* disappointed to hear the program was rut this 
year, but they weren’t surprised 

The town doesn't seem to understand just how important 
tire club way to students, local youth said. 

“()ur parents knew we’d Ik* slaying safe and having fun 
there. We could meet up with friends and Ik* swial ... or 
have someone to talk U) if we were having a hard day,” said 
Megan Goode, 15. 

“Now we have nowhere to go. Then* is nothing for teens to 
do in this town.” 

The Youth ;XX) Centre opened its dixirs last April when 
Byron Sayer, former parks and recreation manager, saw a 


need to start activities for a fringe group - teens otherwise 
not involved in sports or after-school clubs. 

A few teenagers had also been hanging around the 
memorial complex, often going head-to-head with 
employees over loitering and rule breaking. The solution 
was this after-school hangout, where teens could meet, 
play video games and sports, watch movies and skate 
indoors. 

It was a hit. About 30 students turned up at tin* centre, 
located in the Didsbury Curling Rink, each day and by the 
end of August 2(XX) there were as many as 75 youth trickling 
into the building. 

The club gave teenagers something to do and cut down on 
clashes with town employees. It also gave youth a safe and 
supportive place to go, Goode said. 

When two young people died last year- first Rita Macintosh 


;utd then Lucas Fulton - students could sot up memorials and 
the program coordinator, Rob Pinte, always made himself 
available to talk. 

Pinte also set up in the evening, to give students an alterna¬ 
tive to partying. A roller-dance happened the same weekend 
Grade!) students were invitt>d to tut initiation rite. 

“This Ls the first time we’ve tried a program like* this and 
it's boon successful,” Silver said, last September.

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Habitat for Humanity calls on volunteers 


Four months to go until family moves into Valarosa home

As it stands, a Habitat for Humanity 
house for a single mother and her young 
child is no more than a skeletal frame. 

But in a few months, with the help of 
local volunteers it will transform into a 
home. 

Builders raised the frame of the bunga¬ 
low in Valarosa this month and are calling 
on volunteers to help put t he rest of the 
house together, from attaching the siding 
to putting up drywall and painting. 

“We haven’t had many people call in - 
only about eight from this (region) - and 
we need more. Volunteers are extremely 
important,” said Wendy Crawford, volun¬ 
teer coordinator with Habitat for 
Humanity Mountain View. 

“This has always been about the com¬ 
munity helping each other and taking 
pride in that,” she said. 

Crawford helped build the Olds duplex¬ 
es and said it was an experience she won't 
soon forget. Each time she drives by, she 
feels a sense of accomplishment. 

“I just think that I did that. 1 helped 
build someone a home." 

The organization has already selected 
Didsbury’s Holly Best and her one-year- 
old child to move in. They’ll be handed 
the keys when the build is completed 
this fall. 

Before then, the family will have to 
complete 500 hours of “sweat equity” 
helping construct their new place. 

Habitat for Humanity’s 

Homeownership Program requires no 
down payment and offers no interest 
mortgages with payments set at :i() per 
cent of gross income or less. It’s geared 
to help people who make too much to 
qualify for low income housing but too 
little to afford a full mortgage. 

But being part of the program means 
contributing labour. 


That can be difficult for some families 
like this one, said Gord Kerr of 
Dreamwood Homes and construction 
coordinator for the build. 

“If you have four teenage sons to help 
you out, then it might not be a big deal. 
This woman is working full time to sup¬ 
port her child and somehow she has to fit 
in 500 hours ... that’s going to be tough,” 
he said. 

People can donate their volunteer 
hours to the family, creating an effort like 
something out of the T.V. show Extreme 
Makeover: Home Edition, Kerr adds. 

This latest build is the first Habitat for 
Humanity Mountain View has done in 
Didsbury and one of the most challenging. 

From the start organizers struggled to 
line up funds and find property, which is 
usually donated by the town or province. 
That hurdle has long been passed with 
the help of the Alberta government, 
which gave the group enough dollars to 
cover 70 per cent of the construction 
costs. 

The group has $50,000 or $60,000 left to 
provide and hopes it can make it up with 
more volunteer labour and donations. 

“It’s a concern ... but it won’t stop the 
project at this point," said Patrick 
Hovan, chair of Habitat for Humanity 
Mountain View. 

At worst, the group can dip into its 
reserves. That could mean slowing down 
the next project in Carstairs if they 
require a down payment on land. The 
organization would have to fundraise for 
those dollars. 

“There are always challenges like this, 
you just hope that once people realize 
what you are trying to do, they’ll assist,” 
Hovan said.

Alexis Whitmore, 15, a regular at the 
centre, thought councillors were willing to 
give Youth 360 a chance. Then she heard 
Sayer, the founder of the program, was 
laid off earlier this year and I’inte left soon 
after.

Nicole Aasen, manager of community 
services, said a lack of funding bumped 
tiic centre from the budget but youth are 
still at the top of die town’s priority list. 
She's creating an activity-based initiative 
with the Zion Evangelical Missionary 
Church that could start up this July. 
Teenagers would be offered a hangout 
once in each month over the summer, 
where they could play basketball or use 
skateboarding ramps from the church. 

In the fall, the town is considering a 
weekly after-school leadership program, 
when 1 teenagers could learn how to write 
a resume, do job interviews or apply for 
post-secondary schools.

water sessions to classes. 

“This is all basic stuff and something everyone should 
know ... if everyone knew about it there’d be a lot less 
drowning, in all of Canada," said Arthur. 

Neave, a non-swimmer was found unresponsive at the 
bottom of the Olds Aquatic Centre pool’s deep end dur¬ 
ing public swim in May 2006. Despite the efforts of life¬ 
guard staff and EMS personnel Neave could not be 
revived. 

The fatality inquiry into his death was held in 
Didsbury provincial court in February and September 
2008. The inquiry could not assign blame but did make 
recommendations to avoid similar deaths. 

In his final report to the Minister of Justice released May 
7, 2000, Judge Bruce Millar found that the one lifeguard on 
active duty at the time of Neave’s drowning had an “impossi¬ 
ble task” in patrolling the entire pool area 

The judge also found that “in this instance the lifeguard on 
duty was in a fixed position l>eside the whirlpool and could 
not see the bottom of the pool in the deep end from her 
position." 

The inquiry heard that Neave had been wearing a life¬ 
jacket but had removed the vest to use the waterslide and 
never put it back on. 

It was estimated he was at the bottom of the jxxjI for 
between 10 and 20 minutes. 

Since Neave’s death the ratio of swimmers to lifeguard lias 
been reduced from 50 - 1 to 35-1. 

As well, Judge Millar made seven recommenda¬ 
tions for public pools including comprehensive 
review of regulations and their enforcement, 
lifeguard position, scanning zones and rotation 
charts are defined and posted in the pool office and 
the establishment of operational and supervision 
standards for the safe use of swimming pool mats, inflat¬ 
able toys and life-jackets.

Jeanette and Arthur Neave were in Calgary Friday to pres¬ 
ent the Jordan Neave Swim to Survive Memorial Award to 
communities in Alberta taking steps to educate young peo¬ 
ple about swimming. 

“It was a tough speech to make, but it was worth it,” 
said Arthur Neave, whose son, Jordan, drowned at the 
Olds Aquatic Centre in 2006. 

The Lifesaving Society created the memorial award 
with support from the Neaves. 

“This started with a conversation between our CAO 
and the family to see what they could do to motivate 
and keep people aware,” said Sue Sherman, spokesper¬ 
son for the Lifesaving Society in Alberta and Northwest 
Territories. 

The Swim to Survive program teaches the essentials 
needed to survive an unexpected fall into deep water. It 
shows students how to orient themselves to the surface 
of the water, support themselves and swim to safety. 

“We’re putting a face and a story of importance to it,” 
said Arthur of the award. 

“If we can prevent other families from going through 
the pain and suffering we did, and if we can prevent one 
person from drowning, then it’s all worthwhile.” 

Arthur and Jeannette presented awards to Edmonton, 
Camrose, Canmore and Ponoka. 

Arthur said they hope more communities will learn 
about the program and get involved. 

Arthur explained there are grants available for 
schools located in a rural community and would cover

Government 
must address 
hate crimes

A market! increase in hate crimes in Canada 
including a large jump in the number of violent 
assaults related to such crimes, represents a trou¬ 
bling trend that must be addressed by government offi¬ 
cials and other stakeholders. 

According to newly released findings from Statistics 
Canada, there were 1,036 hate crimes in 2008, up 35 
IH*r cent from 2007. Police describe hate crimes as 
involving race, colour, national or ethnic origin, reli¬ 
gion, sexual orientation, language, sex, age, mental or 
physical disability, profession or political belief. 

Of all reported hate crimes in 2008,55 per cent were 
based on race or ethnicity, 26 per cent on religion aid 
16 per cent on sexual orientation. 

The largest increase in the number of hate crimes 
was in the area of sexual orientation, more than dou¬ 
bling over the previous year. 

Hate crimes involving violence, such as assaults and 
threats, accounted for more tlian 40 per cent of all 
reported incidents. When it came to hate crimes based 
on sexual orientation, violence was involved in fully 75 
per cent of those incidents. 

So what if anything can be done to reverse this trou¬ 
bling increase in these shocking hate-related 
offences? 

First and foremost governments at all levels must 
be prepared to dedicate more resources, police and 
otherwise, to identifying and vigorously prosecuting 
the perpetrators wherever and whenever they are 
found. 

Ordinary citizens can also do their part by 
promptly reporting incidents to police, exposing 
haters to the light of public and legal scrutiny - which, 
of course, is the last thing these despicable people 
want. 

Like Canada, a number of other countries have also 
seen increases in hate crimes in recent years. In some 
F^uiopean countries, for example, a backlash against 
immigration lias lead to the rise of extremist parties; 
echoing, tliankfully still in a small way, the nightmare rise 
of the totalitarian parties of the 19:10s. 

A prompt and vigorous government respoase to the 
rise* in hate crimes in Canada would send a strong mes¬ 
sage that Canadians do not, and will not, tolerate such 
developments on these shores. 

On tlie other liand, if the committers of Canadian hate 
crimes are met with a mild official response, or even indif¬ 
ference, that will surely encourage them to spread more 
liate and do so more openly. 

Despite the latest rise 1 in hate crimes, Canada 
remains one of the world’s most tolerant and under¬ 
standing societies. If action is taken now, the pur¬ 
veyors of hate and intolerance here will find them¬ 
selves increasingly isolated and unwelcome. 

The sooner police know about hate crimes, the 
sooner they can start investigations and identify 
those responsible. As such, anyone witnessing 
such crimes in West Central Alberta should 
promptly contact any RCMP detachment or 
Crime Stoppers.

Rain dampens garden store sales

Gardeners aren't the only ones shaking 
their fists at the rainy weather this spring. 

Greenhouse growers have experienced 
some of their worst sales yet as the wet 
dampens customers’ enthusiasm to buy 
fiats of flowers. 

Naoko Fox, owner of Country Roads 
Garden Centre, usually closes her shop at 
the end of the month, with little more than 
a table of plants left. This year, with a 
week until closing, she still has fiats cover¬ 
ing five surfaces - and more plants in the 
greenhouse. 

“It is really bad. 1 hoar from other green¬ 
houses in Olds, too, that they are having 
just as much trouble because of all this 


rain," she said. 

“I am not sure how much my sales are 
down but I know they are lower than 
usual." 

Wendy Leask, owner of Prairie Crocus 
Garden Centre, is also feeling bogged 
down by the dismal weather. First it was 
snow, then frost and now rain. The poor 
weather has left her pansies, petunias and 
daisies growing spindly and full. 

“Our hanging baskets went really 
quickly. We have five left of 250, but the 
six packs or anything else that requires 
people to dig to plant them, aren’t real¬ 
ly going at all,” she said, pointing to 
rows upon rows of colourful posies. 

According to a consultant with 
Alberta Greenhouse Growers 
Association, operations across the

“The mayor (Brian 
Wittal) said the facility in 
Olds cost around $72 mil¬ 
lion ... I tun not sure you 
can justify that kind of 
spending when there is a 
great facility a few miles 
down the road," Jeske said.

province arc feeling the bite. 

I)r. Mohyuddin Mirza said stores that 
sell bedding and ornamental plants are 
down 10 to 30 per cent in revenue. 

The first hit came on Victoria Day week¬ 
end, when growers usually rake in their 
mqjor sales. Poor weather prevented cus¬ 
tomers from exercising their green 
thumbs. 

“(Greenhouse owners) expected June to 
get better but it’s been equally bad," he 
said. 

Vegetable growers are also having a 


tough time of it, with a one per cent reduc¬ 
tion in light halting production of cucum¬ 
ber, tomatoes and peppers. 

“Everyone is suffering. The cash flow isn’t 
there and when that hapj>ens it affects the 
sustainability and profitability of business¬ 
es,"said Dr. Mohyuddin Mirza 
Fox and I .cask an* trying to grow their sales 
before the end of the season with discounted 
flats. Fox is also offering to hold purchases at 
her store until people an* n»ady to plant. 

“At this point you just want to just get 
these plants out," Leask said.

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Rural Ride for Dad rumbles into town

It's hard enough to get men to talk 
about feelings, let alone the merits of 
testing for prostate cancer. 

Call it a macho thing. 

Men just don't want to talk about 
health down there or about tests that 
could mean a checkup - you know - up 
there. 

But keeping silent could be snuffing 
out awareness, a key solution to catch¬ 
ing cancer early, said Greg Overwater, 
spokesperson for Rural Ride for Dad. 

This Saturday motorcyclists from 


across Central Alberta will be thunder¬ 
ing into Didsbury to help encourage 
men to get checked out and feel more 
comfortable talking about cancers 
below the waist. It’s the third year rid¬ 
ers have roared into town. 

“There’s this perception out there 
about bikers. They wear these skullcaps 
and black leather and have tattoos and 
people automatically think they are 
tough guys, who take no guff from any¬ 
body,” Overwater said. 

“I think they are surprised to hear 
them open up about their health and 
how prostate cancer has affected them 
and people they know. People start tak¬ 


ing another look at their own health." 

Prostate cancer is one of the most 
common types of cancer affecting men 
in Canada, according to Prostate Cancer 
Canada. 

One in six men are likely to develop 
the disease in their lifetime but have a 
90 per cent chance of being cured if the 
cancer is caught early enough. 

And that has always been the problem 
- catching the cancer early on. If people 
don’t talk about it and generate aware¬ 
ness about the need for testing, then 
who’s going to get checked out? said 
Bobbi Wolbeck, manager of special 
events and community liaison with the 


cancer, including less tissue damage. 
This year they are hoping to use a por¬ 
tion of the funds to bring in the ‘man 
van’ out of Calgary to do prostate test¬ 
ing. 

The organization raised a total 
$112,000 last year with 130 riders, triple 
the number of participants from 2008. 
The amount raised was also equivalent 
to that generated in Victoria, B.C. with 
10 times as many riders. 

The reason - people in small towns 
have better connections. 

“People know their neighbours here 
and are more likely to know someone 
who has been affected by cancer. So

Alberta Cancer Foundation. 

“I think we’ve seen a large improve¬ 
ment with events like this one,” she 
said. 

Years ago, people didn’t talk about 
prostates. Period. Now there is a little 
more talk as people come forward and 
take a stand. The result is a ripple effect, 
Wolbeck said. 

There’s more awareness out there and 
so more donations trickling in to help 
with cancer research. That means more 
men come forward to get diagnosed ear¬ 
lier and if they have cancer, get better 
treatment. 

This year Rural Ride for Dad con¬ 
tributed over $38,000 of its 2009 dona¬ 
tions to the Cross Cancer Institute, 
which is researching technology that 
could improve treatment of prostate
